NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 31st May, 2012 

No.DE-22-2012.- In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 20 of the Dentists Act, 1948, 
the Dental Council of India with the previous sanction of the Central Government hereby makes 
the following Amendments to the existing principal Revised MDS Course Regulations, 2007, 
published in Part III, Section 4 of the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, dated 21^' November 
2007;- 


1 Short title and commencement;-

These Regulations may be called the Dental Council of India Revised MDS 
Course (2"'^ Amendment) Regulations, 2007. 


(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette 
from the academic session 2013-14. 

2. In the “Dental Council of India Revised MDS Course Regulations, 2007”, the following 
insertions / modifications / deietions / substitutions, shall be as Indicated therein:- 


3. In Section-!, Chapter III, under the heading “SELECTIO.N OF POSTGRADUATE 

STUDENTS:”, following shail be deleted and substituted as under:-

PROCEDURE FOR SELECTION OF CANDIDATE FOR POSTGRADUATE COURSES 
SHALL BE AS FOLLOWS: 

(1) There shall be single eligibility-cum-entrance examination namely 'Nlationai 
Eligibility-cum-Entrance Test for admission to Postgraduate Medical Courses” in 
each academic year. The overall superintendence, direction and control of 
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National Eli^iiityecum-Entrance Test shall vest with Dental Council of India or 
any other autioorityTaeieGtecl uy Centrai Government. However, Dentai Council of 
India with tfie previous approval of the Central Government shall select 
organizationtetto conduct “National Eiigibility-cum-Entrance Test for admission to 
Postg rad uate.courses’’. 


In order to te^^rgible foraadmissioii to any postgraduate course in a particular 
academic year, itvShall heirraoessary for a candidate to obtain minimum of marks 
at 50‘^ perceittite in tNationsll B^ibility-cum-Entrance Test for Postgraduate 
Courses” held -for the .said ^acsKitemic year. However, in respect of ondidates 
belonging to SchedjLiled(C]agtes,, S<^eduled Tribes, Other Backward Classes, the 
minimum matRs:shaII be percentile. In respect of candidates as provided 

in clause (5) below with disability of lower limbs, the minimifln marks 

shall be at 45th 'petoehtile. The percentile shall be determined on the basis of 
highest marks secured inn tihe AJi-India common mprit list in “Natiortal Eligibility- 
cum-Entrance -lor fRcssj^naluate cou rs es”. 


Provided when ®iA:ient number of candidates in the respective 
categories fail fe? waiOTum marks as prescribed in National EligibHity-cum- 
Entrance Test heild for any academic year for admis’’sion to Post Graduate 
Courses, the Certel Go^^mment in consultation with Dental Council of India 
may at its disonsfcn tower the minimum marks required for admission to Post 
Graduate Course #^ candidates belonging to respective categories and marks so 
lowered by the Central Government shall be applicable for the said academic 
year only. 


The reservation of seats in medical college/lnstitutions for respective categories 
shall be as per applicable laws prevailing in States/Union Territories. An ail India 
merit list as well as State-wise merit list of the eligible candidates shall be 
prepared on the basis of the marks obtained in National Eligibiiity-cum-Entrance 
Test and candidates shall be admitted to Postgraduate courses from the said 
merit lists only. 


Provided that in determining the merit of candidates who are in s^ice of 
government/public authority, weightage in the marks may be given by the 
Government/Competent Authority as an incentive at the rate of 10% of the marks 
obtained for each year of service in remote and/or difficult areas i^o the 


axirnum of 30% of the marks cbtained in National Engibility-Cuiii-EntrarKe Tesi. 


The remote and difficult areas shall be as defined by State Govwnment/ 


Competent authority from time to time. 


No candidate who has failed to obtain the minimum eligibility mari^s as 
prescribed in Clause (2) above shall be admitted to any Postgraduate courses in 
the said academic year. 


3% seats of the annual sanctioned mtake capacity shall be filled up by

account of unavailability of candidates with locomotory disability of lovner limbs 
between 50% to 70% then any such unfiled seat in this 3% quota shall be filled 
up by persons with locomotory disability of lower limbs between 40% to 50% - 
before they are included in the annual sanctioned seats for General Category 
candidates. 
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Provided further that this entire exercise shall be completed by each 
dental college/institution as per the statutory time schedule for admissions. 

(6) In non-Governmental Dental College/lnstitutions, 50% (Fifty Percent) of the total 
seats shall be filled by State Government or the Authority appointed by them, and 
the remaining 50% (Fifty Percent) of the seats shall be filled by the concerned 
dental college/institutions on the basis of the merit list prepared as per the marks 
obtained in National Eligibility-cum-Entrance Test. 

(7) 50% of the seats in Post Graduate Diploma Courses shall be reserved for Dental 
Officers in the Government service, who have served for at least three years in 
remote and/or difficult areas. After acquiring the PG Diploma, the Dental Officers 
shall serve for two more years in remote and/or difficult areas as defined by State 
Government/Competent authority from time to time. 

(8) The Universities and other authorities concerned shall organize admission 
process in such a way that teaching in postgraduate courses starts by 2nd May 
each year. For this purpose, they shall strictly adhered to the time schedule 
annexed with DC! Regulations, 2006 as amended from time to time. 

(9) There shall be no admission of students in respect of any academic session after 
beyond 31st May for postgraduate courses under any circumstances. The 
Universities shall not register any student admitted beyond the said date. 

(10) The Dental Council of India may direct, that any student identified as having 
obtained admission after the last date for closure of admission be discharged 
from the course of study, or any dental qualification granted to such a student 
shall not be a recognized qualification for the purpose of the Dentists Act. 1948. 
The institution which grants admission to any student after the last date specified 
for the same, and in violation of condition of admissions as prescribed by DC! or 
by the State Government/University/any Competent Authority of respective State 
Government, shall also be liable to face such action as may be prescribed by 
DCI including surrender of seats equivalent to the extent of such admission made 
from its sanctioned intake capacity for the succeeding academic year.
